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Transmission of Money by Mail. — Under 
the provisions of the new postage law that will 
go into effect on the first of July, persons who 
have occasion to remit money or other valuable 
things by mail may have the same registered at 
the post-office in which they are placed for 
transmission, by paying five cents for each let- 
ter. For this the postmaster will give a receipt, 
jkfnd, when the letter is applied for, the person 
^10 receives it will also be required to receipt 
for it. Registered letters will not be entered in 
the ordinary accounts of mails sent and receiv- 
ed, but separate accounts of such letters will be 
kept at each post-office. This plan is well 
enough so far as it goes, but does not go far 
enough; it involves an admission that a better 
plan is necessary. Under this regulation a cor- 
rect description of the letter is made at the office 
where it is deposited j the receipt is evidence that 
it was mailed, and, if it arrives at the office to 
which it is directed, it will very likely be de- 
livered. But suppose it is lost or stolen on the 
route. What then? The Government does i.ot 
liable for it. Under the new system 
i money-letters are more than usually liable 
to be stolen, because it will be generally known 
that only those letters and packages which are 
addressed to postmasters contain money, and 
that if these are secured all that is valuable in 
the mail has been obtained. 

What is needed to meet the wants of the peo- 
ple is a system that can be safely and certainly 
relied on to remit money from point to point. The 
plan in question does not appear to us to be of that 
character. There is more risk about it than un- 
der the present system, for now a dishonest 
clerk must steal a whole mail to be certain of 
finding letters containing money, whereas under 
the new plan the valuable letters are separated 
from the ordinary ones by the Department itself, 
and it will only be necessary to steal a single 
package to obtain a haul. In view of these 
Ms we ought to have a money-order system 
similar to the one in operation in Great Britain. 
Then there would be no chance for losing any 
thi.:g. There the Government takes the risk; 
and if any thing be lost, and it is next to im- 
possible that this should occur, the Government 
stands the loss. So it should be in this country. 
The Government here should charge a sufficient 
sum for the conveyance of valuable letters to 
secure their conveyance and delivery; or in case 
of loss it should indemnify the loser. 

The post-office is a great institution of civiliz- 
ed society, and the fact that in its inception it 
was restricted to the conveyance of letters is no 
good reason why its use shall not be extended, 
and its machinery made to answer for other 
agencies. Among these we reckon the safe 
transmission of money. In England ihis has 
been done to a limited extent, and we desire to 
see the plan introduced into this country on a 
more extended scale. 

We have but little confidence in or regard for 
this registration plan, which is shortly to be in- 
augurated. Its effect will be to make people 
pay additional postage without obtaining in- 
creased security.

and rights of trade, and that they have secured 
competent counsel for all cases which may 
arise under its provisions, and will finally test 
the question before the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 

The Boston (Maine Law) Telegraph says it 
has no doubt but the liquor-dealers have re- 
solved to defend themselves against prosecu- 
tions, and adds: 

An attempt will be made to enforce the law 
in Boston; it may be violently resisted, but we 
do not believe it.

Key West, May 7, 1855. 
The U. S. steam-frigate Princeton, Com 
mander Engle, arrived from Havana the morn- 
ing of the 29th, having been ordered to this port 
by the Commander of the Cuba squadron, with 
despatches for the sloop-of-war Jamestown, 
Captain Ellison. Both of these vessels went to 
sea — the Princeton on the 1st, the Jamestown on 
the 2d. The Princeton will cruise for a week 
off Cape St. Antonio, and the Jamestown has 
orders to take her station off Matanzas. They 
will return to Key West, to join the squadron, 
which will rendezvous on or about the 15th of 
May. 

Before leaving this port, the Jamestown was 
cleared of everything on her gun deck, which 
would be removed were hostilities actually ex- 
pected. All h r ward-room bulk-heads were 
knocked away, and everything movable about 
the after part of the ship, which might impede 
their movements if brought into action, taken 
down and stowed away below. She left this 
harbor the morning of the 2d, well prepared to 
engage an enemy of equal and perhaps of supe- 
rior metal. 

The steam-frigate San Jacinto, Commodore 
McCauley, entered this port the afternoon of the 
2d, and anchored opposite the town. The S. J. 
will remain until the other vessels of the squad- 
ron arrive. The fleet will consist of the follow- 
ing ships: The San Jacinto, Susquehannah, 
Princeton, Fulton, Jamestown, Falmouth, Cy- 
ane, Portsmouth, and Saratoga.

Until one 
week before leaving, he was not at any time 
three miles from this city. His first place of 
concealment was a willow swamp near the Mis- 
sion, where, sleeping and passing most of the 
time in a hammock, and living on cold ham and 
biscuit, he remained until the 5th instant, when 
he passed through the city after midnight, and 
got over in a boat to Marin county. There pas- 
sing a part of the time in the woods, he contin- 
ued until the 12th, when he made his final es- 
cape as before stated, by the Elvira Harbeck, 
going on board the ship off the Heads, without 
baggage of any description and without hat or 
cap.— San.

Arrest of Counterfeiters. — On Thursday eve- 
ning the police arrested two men, named Kune 
and Mayhew, on charge of dealing in and pas- 
sing counterfeit money. The bill passed was a 
one dollar bill raised to a ten, on the State Bank 
of Ohio. On searching the above persons, 
seventy-one $1 bills, counterfeit, on the Farm- 
ers' Bank at Hartford Virginia, were found in 
their possession. After their arrest Mayhew 
confessed that they were engaged in passing 
counterfeit money, and says that Kune is one of 
the leaders of the counterfeit gang in the West- 
ern States. They will have their hearing on 
Monday.— Cin. Gaz., May 18. 

Murder. — On Tuesday evening last the body 
of young man from Virginia (who had been off 
and on about this city for the last two years), 
named Chas. B. Williams, was found in the 
river, just below the city, by some boys. On 
Wednesday morning a coroner's inquest was 
held over the body — the jury rendered as their 
verdict, that he came to his death by violence in- 
flicted by unknown hands. He had in his poc.iet 
$50 in gold and 70 cents in silver. No clue has 
been obtained by which the guilty murderer can 
be identified as yet, but the severest scrutiny will 
be made to ferret out the guilty offender.

Santiago had been sacked by a band of robbers, 
and it was reoorted that some of the inhabitants 
had been murdered and the females carried off. 
This band of marauders proceeded up the river 
to a village and committed the same depredations. 
A body of the citizens followed and overtook 
them; a fight ensued, which resulted in the de- 
feat of the pursuing party, who were compelled 
to surrender, being promised that their lives 
should bs spared by so doing; but, after laying 
down their arms, they were all killed with the 
exception of one man, who escaped. Great ex- 
citement prevailed at Tepic, where an attack 
was apprehended from the banditti. 

Troops were arriving from the neighboring 
towns to protect the place. The stage was 
stopped one league from San Bias and robbed. 
Mr. Vanhorn, who came passenger on the Sim- 
eon Draper, had purchased a number of horses 
and cattle for the purpose of bringing them to 
this country. He was overtaken by the Gov- 
ernment troops, his stock taken from him, and 
was unable to obtain any redress from the au- 
thorities.— California Chronicle.

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TECTION FOR THE INDUSTRY OF THE 

Live in America. — The tone 
of the times are favorable to the full 
: of American nationality, not only 
as respects the purely political privileges of the 
people but also as regards their industrial inter- 
ests. The great object of civil society is the 
promotion of the happiness and prosperity of its 
members; and to the complete development of 
these conditions it is necessary not only to se- 
cure the enjoyment of perfect political rights, 
but als« to provide the most ample and effective 
means of furnishing employment for, and ren- 
dering remunerative, the industry of the people 
that compose the community. American labor 
must be protected as well as American privi- 
leges; the one is scarcely less important than 
the other. Heretofore this country has been 
kept poor by the immense drain that has been 
made from our resources to pay for the fabrics 
produced by the labor of the people who live in 
other countries. This should not be so if it can 
be avoided; we ought to free ourselves from so 
degrading and disastrous a dependence on for- 
eign countries. If we have not the men skilled 
in the business of manufacturing the fine fabrics 
that we require, let us rather encourage the 
workmen to migrate hither and produce these 
manufactures on our own soil than send abroad 
for them. We can, if we will really and hear- 
tily make the effort, succeed in producing most 
or all of the articles that we need for our use. 
Why should our people go to England or any 
where else for iron, when it exists everywhere 
around us in exhaustle»s quantities? This coun- 

pendence, not only in a'political sense, but also 
as concerns industrial pursuits. Nevertheless, 
we have been in the habit of importing foreign 
fabrics to the extent of millions every year, not 
only to the disadvantage of our own workshops, 
but to the disturbance of our monetary system. 
In the single article of cotton fabrics, an im- 
mense sum is sent abroad, that might be kept at 
home. 

The doctrine of the friends of the American 
system is, that we should protect our infant 
establishments against two important features 
of European competition; namely, pauper labor 
in the first place, and the experience of many 
years in the second. If it were impossible for 
us to produce the goods that are brought to 
such a vast extent from the other side of the 
Atlantic, there would be some reasin in the 
doctrine of free trade. But we possess the raw 
material, the tact, and the industry, and we 
could compete at any time, but for the two 
causes alluded to. 



Scarcity and High Price of Beef Cat- 
tle. — We see by the report of the cattle mar- 
ket in New York city, for the week ending the 
2d inst., that the whole number of beeves sold 
during that period amounted to 1,371 head, at 
prices ranging from 11 to 15 cents per pound 
for the quarters, by estimation. A large num- 
ber sold for upwards of $100 each, and one 
whole lot brought $140 a head. The average 
price of the whole number sold was $87 50 



In addition to these, there were in market 427 
veals. Those worthy to Dear that name brought 
from 4 to 7 cents per pound. Under the head 
of veals, there is a class called "kittens"— that 
is, calves from one to six days old, which sell 
at from $1 25 to $3 and $4 each- 

Beef cattle are constantly becoming more 
scarce and the price is advancing. In our own 
market, beef has also advanced nearly 100 per 
cent, within a short period, and, unless some 
plan be adopted in the West to keep up a supply 
of cattle, the price will soon be such that none 
but the rich can afford to buy it. 

We are already importing eggs from France. 
Miller, Having, k. Co., of New York, 
last week from Havre a thousand 
dozen of hens' eggs. Shall we next import beef 
from Great Britain? 

With immense tracts of rich Western lands, 
which may readily be brought to yield abun- 
dant pasturage and hay, it would seem that, with 
ordinary industry and foresight in the preserva- 
tion and economy of winter food and with due 
regard to the shelter and comfort of animals, a 
supply of beef cattle might be kept up, yield- 
ing as rich returns to the farmer and with as 
little labor as any other branch to which he 
could turn his attention. 

New York is not the only market in which 
"kittens" may be seen. A large number of 
veal calves are daily sacrificed to supply Louis- 
ville and other Western markets, which, with 
the facilities at the command of the farmers 
generally, might easily be converted into full- 
grown beeves. Will the Western farmers con- 
sider these facts and profit by them? 

jyThe distinguished actress Miss Eliza 
Logan, who has no superior in the United States, 
is playing a most successful engagement in Phil- 
adelphia. She attracts large crowds, and the 
papers of that city speak of ber in the most ex- 
alted terms. We see in the Pennsylvanian a 
beautiful poem from her pen. She is a woman 
of genius — a poetess as well as an actress. 

A pleasant practice is growing fashionable at 
Albany. The Argus represents the ton now-a- 
days. insUad of riding up the Troy road before 
breakfast, as taking a ride on the Hudson up to 
Troy or down the river to Duow's point. The 
cost of chartering one of the small steam rs is 
but a trifle more than to hir<» a horse and buggy. 
Every pheasant morning, parties may be s- en 
wending their way to the pier, and there taking 
one of the small steamers for an hour's pleasure 
on the water. Quite a nov-1 idea to take a ride 
on a steamboat before breakfast, isn't it? 

As i.lustrativ* of the universality of musical 
taste and perfection in Italy, an American there 
writes: "It seems a little strange to hear one of 
those fine operatic airs which our young ladies 
scream at for a long 'iin-, and then never learn, 
whistled "first-rate" by a little, ragged, smutty - 
faced, capless boy in the ftreet. Everybody 



The Louisville Journal, it is somewhat re- 
markable, contains a large quantity of original 
poetry that is really good— much better than we 
can find in any of the papers or magazines of 
the day. Somehow or other Mr. Prentice has 
attached to his columns an array of poetical 
talent that any editor would be proud of. But 
how he succeeded in getting so many of the 
sweet singers to write for the Journal, we never 
could understand. It is not on account of his 
good looks, for we'll bet a dozen bottles of pop 
that he is the ugliest editor in Kentucky, yet all 
the lady poets of Kentucky, like so many birds 
of paradise, are continually fluttering around 
the window of his sanctum.— Scioto Valley Re- 
public.

A Conversation at Eupatoria. — The 
Journal de Constantinople contains a letter from 
Eupatoria, ef the 8tb, which communicates 
some interesting details relative to an interview 
between several Russian and Turkish oiticers. 
It says: 

Omar Pasha received the account of the death 
of the Emperor Nicholas on the morning of the 
7th, by an Austrian steamer from Varna. On 
the afternoon of the same day some Russian 
cavairy were seen advancing on the right of our 
camp. Sefir Pasha (Count Koscielski) took 
two squadrons of Ottoman lancers and went to 
meet the enemy. The two bodies halted at the 
same time, when within a certain distance of 
each other. In the front of the Russian column 
were four horsemen, who appeared to be officers, 
although, according the orders given by the 
Emperor Nicholas, all Russian officers, even 
generals, are compelled to cover their uniforms 
with the rough great-coats worn by the private 
soldier. Sefir Pasha, accompanied by his aid- 
de-camp, Major Kuczinski, of the Egyptian 
army, and two other officers, advanced toward 
them. 

When the two advanced groups were close 
enough to be heard, Sefir Pasha spoke to the 
others, and proposed a conversation. The Rus- 
sians at first appeared to entertain some distrust, 
but on Sefir Pasha giving his word of honor 
that no hostile act should take place on his side, 
the Russians gave a similar assurance, and the 
two parties advanced until they met. "Gentle- 
men," said Sefir Pasha, "I have bad news to 
give you. The Emperor is dead." "What 
Emperor do you mean?" "Why, yours — the 
Emperor Nicholas." "What is the date of this 
news?"' "The second of this month." It is 
very probable; but it is not certain." "It it so 
true, that, when I was at Sebastopol a few days 
a^o, we heard that the Emperor was seriously 
ill — we shall see." After some other trifling 
remarks, Sefir Pasha begged to know the name 
of the officer with whom he had the honor of 
conversing. "Gen. Prince Radziwill," was the 
reply. 

Sefir Pasha was, in turn, asked for his name, 
which he gave. On bearing it, the general ex- 
claimed, "Well, Pasha, look at the effects of the 
war! We are now fighting against each other, 
and three years ago we were dining together at 
the house of Count Xavier Branicici, at Paris. 
There we were friends." "Friends!" said Sefir 
Pasha, "I beg your pardon, general, we were 
only guests." "Oh, it i - about the same thing." 
At this moment a tall, fairyeung man, who also 
appeared to be a superior officer, joined the con- 
versation. 

The poets," he said, "are famous exaggera- 
tors. How highly they have extolled the beauty 
of the climate and the delights of the Crimea, 
and here we are for months past up to our necks 
in mud." "Do you imagine, then," replied Sefir 
Pasha, "that we are revelling in luxuries at Eu- 
patoria?" 

But in war we must take things as we find 
them. "By the way," added the Pasha, "who 
was it that gave Iskender Bey that sabre-cut 
on the forehead?" 

Iskender feels certain that it must have been 
an officer; for although, from the way you dress, 
an officer cannot be distinguished from a pri- 
vate, he says he was well mounted?" "What," 
said Prince Radziwill, "is not Iskender dead?" 
"No, he is not; and you will 



to your cost, 
on you." 

"Well, then, tell him that he who wounded 
him is Lt. Col. Winner, of the Lancers, who is 
still alive to meet him. 

After a few other words, and an exchange of 
cigars, each party returned to his troops without 
a shot being fired. During the interview, the 
Ottoman officers had their swords sheathed, but 
the Russians held theirs drawn, but appeared 
somewhat ashamed of their mistrust. Sefir Pa- 
sha had afterwards another interview the same 
day with General Radziwill relative to the ex- 
change of prisoners, but we are yet without re- 
sult. 



An "Outrage" Overlooked. — On the 13th 
of August, 1851, the sloop-of-war Albany (now 
lost) was cruising off Cuba, when she hove in 
sight of a bark and hoisted her colors, thus in- 
timating that the stranger should do the same. 
The bark did not answer and the Albany 
threw a shot ahead of her. There was no re- 
sponse, and several other shots were fired, the 
last one point blank at the bark but falling short 
of her. A chase began, when the steamer 
Vixen, the consort of the Albany, hove in sight 
and was at once sent after the refractory bark. 
On boarding she was found to be an American 
vessel under command of an obstinate block- 
head who made all the fuss to show his inde- 
pendence. 

Not a word was said of this being an "out- 
rage;" but three days afterwards occurred the 
famous "outrage" upon the steamer Falcon 
while sh« was on the very shore of Cuba and 
the island in a fever of excitement about inva- 
sion. This "outrage" was merely bringing the 
vessel to and examining her papers, not firing 
point blank at her and finally running her down; 
yet the amount of bluster made about it was al- 
most incr dible, and the terrible anxiety about 
"our n-tional honor" manifested by those patri- 
ots whose honor is usually national rather than 
individual was painful to witness.

(g^The mate of the schooner Bay City writes 
a long letter from Rio Janeiro explaining the 
outrage committed on that vessel by the British 
brig-of-war Borette. According to his story, 
the difficulty was occasioned by the obstinacy 
of Capt. Wardle, of the Bay City, in not show- 
ing his colors and heaving to, necessitating the 
firing of seven or eight guns from the British 
cruiser to bring the schooner up and satisfy 
them she was not a Russian privateer. 

Hard Times in Texas. — The Henderson Dem- 
ocrat has an article on the "hard times." It 
says that it cannot hear of a bushel of corn 
for sale in Rusk county, and that all the neces- 
saries of life are held at enormous prices. Simi- 
lar complaints reach us from other points. Meal 
from $1 25 to $2 per bushel. Bacon from 15 
to 20 cents per pound, and flour at from $18 to 
$20 per barrel.

The Jew's Hospital.— The first Jewish hospi- 
tal in the United States was formally consecra- 
ted at New York on Thursday afternoon. For 
this institution the Hebrews are mainly indebt- 
ed to the late Judah Touro, whose munificent 
bequest of $20,000 paid two-thirds of the cost 
of building and site. 

A Ship Flour Mill and Bakery.— The London 
Morning Chronicle of a late date says that the 
British ship "Bruiser" has been converted into 
a complete flour mill, capable of grinding from 
700 to 800 bushels of wheat per day — taking 
the raw material in at one end of the vessel, in 
the form of wheat, and turning it out at the 
other in well manufactured flour, without the 
intervention of manual labor. The machinery 
is both ingenious and compact, and in moderate 
weather may be worked without suspending the 
progress of the vessel, notwithstanding it is all 
driven by the marine engine. The Abundance 
has been fitted up as a large bakery, and is ca- 
pable of turning out 20,000 lbs. of bread per 
day with the aid of some very simple machinery. 
These vessels will be dispatched to the Black 
Sea with all haste. 

Fugitive Slave Case — Almost. — We learn that 
a fugitive from slavery was brought to this city 
a day or two since from the South, and almost 
simultaneously a telegraphic dispatch was re- 
ceived from his late master, offering a reward 
of $500 for his arrest. Some over-zealous in- 
dividual tried to interest the United States mar- 
shal in the case; but it not coming before him 
in due course of his duty, he would have nothing 
to do with it. In the meantime the fugitive was 
started for Canada by the underground railroad 
Boston Journal. 

One Fourth of the Harbor of New York in 
the Market. — A gentleman from the State of 
Maine is owner in fee of about one and a half 
mil- s of the water frontag fet the entire haibo>, 
of this great metropolis, namely: Communipaw, 
opposite the Ba'tery, and running down the shore 
to and including Kavan point — having by the 
law of New Jersey the right to build docks 
and wharves, so far as not to impede navigation, 
thus giving 800 acres of flats as well as the up- 
land from which a most magnificent view.of this 
city and Brooklyn, as well as the whole harbor, 
is to be had. We understand this entire pro. er- 
ty has remained in the family of the original pro- 
prietors for more than one hundred and fifty 
years, unimproved. — iV. Y. Newt.

A Very Gratifying Report. — The regu- 
lations adopted by the Secretary of the Navy 
for the better enforcement of the passenger ship 
law have already commenced to tell wonder- 
fully on 'he comfort and health of emigrants. 

We have seen th j report for the month of 
April just parsed, during which an aggregate 
of 9,271 passengers reached the port of New 
York in twenty-one passenger ships. There 
were but seven deaths of adults and eight of in- 
fants in all the voyages. Th«s is less than one 
in a thousand of adults, and but very little more 
than that propoition, indeed, of infants.

The interesting feature of the trial was the in- 
troduction of the "drag-link," to couple the 
two engines, in place of the centre shaft, which 
has so often failed in double engines, and occa- 
sioned expensive repairs. The drag-link con- 
nection has been long used with entire success 
on other forms of engines, and in connection 
with the oscilating engines seems to complet* 
the great simplicity and directness of action of 
this form of engine. 

The Arago is 300 feet long, 46J feet beam, 31^ 
feet depth of hold, and has accommodation for 
250 passengers. 

Postmaster at New Orleans. — From a pe- 
rusal of the testimony in this case, and from 
information derived from the highest sources in 
New Orleans, we are satisfied that Mr. Kendall 
is the victim of a foul conspiracy, and that he 
will be acquitted by the Court as he already is 
by the general •pinion of his intelligent fellow- 
citizens. The charge against him almost refutes 
itself. It is, that after purloining letters from 
the post-office, containing money, he enclosed 
the contents to persons familiar with his hand- 
writing, in letters written by himself, to which 
he signed a feigned name, that of Michael Han- 
son, and did not attempt to disguise the fact 
that the body of them was written by himself — 
these letters being addressed to the very persons 
most likely to take proceedings against him. It 
is the invention of some enemy in the post-office 
establishment, or acquainted with it, who, after 
imitating Mr. Kendall's hand-writing, signed 
the assumed name in the hope of accomplishing 
his removal, which the Administration hastily 
decided to make. 

Mr. Kendall, as the leader of the Union 
movement in New Orleans, excited the animosi- 
ty of the Secessionists, whom he earnestly de- 
nounced, and brought upon himself their last- 
ing enmity. The readiness with which he has 
been removed is due, perhaps, in part, to 
their influence with the Administration.

ADDITIONAL BY THE BALTIC. 

During the first week of the bombardment 
the English alone fired about 2,200 tons of shot 
and 500 tons of powder. The total consumption 
of the Allies for the week amounted to about 
6,000 tons of shot and 1,500 tons of powder. 

The telegraph between London and the Cri- 
mea is perfect, except a small portion across the 
Danube. Dispatches reached the British Gov- 
ernment in a few hours, but were not generally 
communicated to the public, although nightly 
questions were asked in Parliament as to news. 
The Ministers declared that they would exer- 
cise due discretion in the publication of the 
news. 

The Vienna negotiations are of course at an 
end. Lord John Uussell has reappeared in his 
seat in Parliament. He stated the substance of 
the negotiations and intimated that the protocol 
would be submitted to Parliament. 

The latest news from the seat of war says 
there was a sharp engagement on the night of 
May Is , in front and left attack. The whole 
affair was brilliant r'or the allies. 

Paris, May 4.— Reported to-day that on May 
2d the besiegers took possession of some impor- 
tant Russian works after a fierce engagement 
On the 3d. the Russians attempted to retake the 
position, but failed. 

Constantinople, May 2. — Lord Stratford de 
Radclitie has returned to Constmople. 

Canrobe: t speaks to his troops of immediate 
operations. Orders have been received t^ pre- 
pare to transport. 

Be/ore Sebustopol, May 4. — On Wednesday 
night the French i:nd»r Gen. Pelissi-r, attacked 
the advance works of quarantine bastion and 
carried them at the point of the bayonet — taking 
twelve mortars from the Russians and establish- 
ing themselves in the conquered position. The 
following night the Russians made a sortie to 
regain the position, and after a sanguinary en- 
counter wt re driven back. The British Baltic 
fleet had left Kiel, and the French fleet was 
about to sail from Cherburg. 

The insurrection in the Ukarine had extended 
to other governments. Twenty landed proprie 
tors, witi: their wives and families, had been 
destroyed. 

France.— The Emperor had a narrow escape 
from assassination on the evening of the 28th 
ult., while on his way to join the Empress in 
the Champ d'Elysee. The Emperor was ac- 
companied by two officers of his household,and 
when near the Barriere de Etole, he was ap- 
proached by a well dressed man with an action 
intimating a desire to present a petition. He 
had advanced to within five or six paces of the 
Emperor, who had not observed him; when he 
was discovered by a policeman, who, thinking 
it was his intention to present some document 
to the Emperor, advanced quietly to inform him 
that such an act was prohibited. 

As the policeman was proceeding toward the 
man, a cart was rapidly driven between them, 
and in the interval tlie individual had drawn a 
pistol, and, aiming point blank at the Emperor, 
discharged both barrels without effect. He was 
seized by thn policeman, but not until he had 
drawn another, anc made a second attempt to 
shoot. It is said one ball grazed the Emperor's 
hat. The would-be assassin is an Italian, named 
Pianoza, and was a volunteer in Gerribaldi's 
army. He was in London while the Emperor 
was making bis visit, and would have made the 
attempt there if he had not been prevented by a 
great concourse of people. 

lhe Emperor proceeded with his ride and visit- 
ed the Opera Comique in the evening. He has 
decided not to receive any formal address of 
congratulation, though an exception has been 
made in regard to British residents in Paris, who 
held a meeting on the 2d, and was largely at- 
tended. An address was adopted. 

Tne corporation of London has also taken 
similar action in the matter.

Vegetable Physiology — Weeds. — Mr. W. 
H. Brewer, of Ovid, N. Y., writes as follows 
to the Country Gentleman: 

Perhaps there is no other item of expense 
and labor more considerable, in farming opera- 
tions, besides the actual cultivation and securing 
of crops, than that of killing weeds, those 
scourges of the finest farming sections of our 
country — iiei.ce something said upon the sub- 
ject is always in place, even if not new. 

There are but three modes practical for their 
extermination — frequent cutting, rooting them 
out, either by the hand or by the plow, or simi- 
lar instruments, or choking them out with more 
luxuriant crops. The mode employed must of 
be decided by the circumstances of the 



▲11 plants (save the lowest orders and some 

riarasitic plants) draw their subsistence, their 
ood, from two sources, by means of two very 
different sets of organs: from the soil by means 
of the roots, and from the air by means of the 
leaves. Both of these are essential to their 
•well-being, the sap circulating from the one to 
Ibe other, and any attempt made to kill the plant 
must be aimed at one or both of these organs. 
The roots absorb water, and in it are dissolved 
the various materials found in the soil, the same 
that are used in building up the vegetable struc- 
ture, but this sap is not yet ready to perform its 
ultimate office. It must undergo certain chem- 
ical changes, and these must take place in the 
leaves, under the influence of light and air. A 
portion of the water is evaporated, the sap be- 
comes thicker, and new substances are formed 
by the addition of new materials absorbed by 
the leaves from the surrounding atmosphere, 
principally carbon from carbonic acid, and ni- 
trogen from ammonia and perhaps other 
sources. This sap, thus changed, is ready to 
perform its office, and nourishes the plant, adding 
to its growth as it pn sses down again toward the 
roots. Every one'has noticed the change in the 
sap of the maple or other trees when the leaves 
begin to grow in the spring. In man)' plants, 
such as the trees and many herbs, the sap pass- 
es up through the wood (the sap-wood of trees) 
to the leaves, is then changed, and passes back 
toward the roots between this wood and the 
bark. And here the increase of diameter takes 
place, every year adding a new rim: of wood. 
In other plants, such as canes, grasses, palms, 
&c, the sap passes both up and back in the in- 
terior of the stalk, and here also the increase of 
diameter takes place. Such plants are destitute 
of a true bark. The difference of the modes 
of growth characterizes the two great natural 
divisions of flowering plants, as described by 
botanists, but in both cases the relative uses of 
these organs are the same. The leaves, to per- 
form their peculiar office, have many openings 
or pores (stomata) in their surface?, to absorb 
the necessary gases, and also the dew and at- 
mospheric moisture, and they present a very- 
targe surface by their immense numbers, open- 
ing their myriad mouths or pores to catch the 
desired materials from every passing breeze, pu- 
rifying our atmosphere at the same time that 
they minister to their own wants. To perform 
their office the leaves must be green; they refuse 
to work when any other color. The colored 
leaves of autumn, the blanched leaves of plants 
growing in darkness, and the colored petals of 
■flowers, will not elaborate sap and fit it for use 
of the vegetable economy. We can judge of 
the luxuriance of any crop by the relative shade 
of green it assumes. From their relation to the 
air, leaves have been compared to the lungs of 
animals, and called the respiratory organs of 
plants; but the analagy does not hold good in 
many important particulars, yet they are no less 
essential to their economy, and we will always 
kill a plant if we keep it entirely deprived of 
'etves for any considerable length of time. 

The ultimate aim of the plant seems to be the 
perfection of its seeds, and to this end it puts 
forth all its energies. It is in most vigorous 
growth at the time of flowering, and many spe- 
cies, if they be cut at this time, may be effec- 
tually killed. They appear not to have strength 
to put forth fresh leaves. This in a measure 
appears to be the case with the Canadian this- 
tle. I have known them Marly exterminated by 
a single cuttiug, when they were in the proper 
stage, that is, when some of the earliest heads 
were just in flower, but the majority not yet ex- 
panded; and this operation, if performed sever- 
al times, is sure to kill them; the only practi- 
cable point is to cut them all and at the right 
time. The season, too, appears to make some 
difference, they being easier killed som- years 
than in others. I have known a man to sell "re- 
cipes for the sure killing of Canada thistles" 
for $10 each, in a district troubled much with 
these pests, and bis secret consisted in cutting 
them twice a year — the 20th of June and 20th 
of September. This would kill them entirely, 
if effectually performed, if not in one year, in 
two or three. The time should be varied, how- 
ever, with the season, some being so much ear- 
lier than others. All weeds that can be cut, 
that cannot be got at easily in any other way, 
should be cut two or three times each summer, 
and there will soon be few left to cut. 

But there are many to which this is not appli- 
cable, from various circumstances — their size, 
habits, the grains in which they occur, &c. 
Such is the case with such as trail or. the ground, 
some that are not killed short of cutting a great 
number of times, as is the case with some trou- 
blseome grasses, and others that grow only in cer- 
tain grains, and ar* not easily distinguished and 
separated from them. To these we must apply 
one of the methods, rooting them out, or choking 
•ut Some may be easily exterminated before 
« Uify become too numerous by pulling them by 
<J%trd. and every farmer should be in the habit of 
plucking up such occasional plants of suspicious 
aspect a/he may me>t with on bis farm, even if 
he does not know that it is a troublesome "'weed," 
for some only become so when very numerous. 
Happy would it be if every farmer was a botan- 
ist, to quickly determine and recognize all unu- 
sual plants, and a vegetable physiologist, to use 
the best means for their extermination if such 
were desirable. Often weeds are not suspected 
to be such until it is too late to get rid of them 
easily. For all that it is not practicable to cut, 
plowing, good plowing, or other similar means 
of stirring the ground, is the way to treat them, 
in fallow ground, stir it often. Whenever a weed 
is seen pushing a leaf above the surf ace, plow or 
cultivate again; give it no chance at the air, 
and if the season be a moderately dry one, a 
single summer is often enough for their effectual 
«xte mination. Some farmers prefer this meth- 
od to all others in killing Canada thistles. All 
practical farmers understand this part of the sub- 
ject, as well as the necessity of having it thor- 
oughly done, if we would have it effectual. As 
to the auxiliaries to the plow, the cultivator, 
the harrow, hoe, &c., there is much difference 
of opinion among* those having any considerable 
experience, some preferring one thing, and some 
another, according to the weeds they have been 
dealing with, the soil in which they grow, and 
other circumstances. 

The last method, '• choking" them out (I know 
no bctUr term than the popular one), is only ap- 
plicable to some weeds and to some soils, where 
we can get a cultivated grain w th stronger vital 
power, or having a stronger affinity to the soil 
than the weed we wish to eradicate, which, by

sistence. In all highly cultivated farms, many 
weeds are partially or entirely kept subdued by 
this method, incidentally to the increased care in 
cultivation. These three methods combined can 
always be seen on well managed farms, that have 
weeds, until they are expelled, and that all must 
be used, is evident to any one who has studied 
their habits, and the "circumstances of the r 
growth. Many can only be exterminated by 
years of labor and care, and even then only by 
the most unceasing vigilance. Such is the case 
with the common chess, or cheat ( Bromus se* 
calinus), and we need no stronger proof of the 
tenacity with which it clings to soils, than the 
fact that many good and observing farmers en- 
tertain the belief that it is transmuted wheat! Its 
seeds will remain in the soil for many years, 
and yet germinate when exposed to the right 
influence, and a few seeds germinating will soon 
seed a large field. I have seen a piece of new 
land sown with wheat, containing it, where it 
took ten years of unceasing att-ntion to eradicate 
it. It would spring up with the grass of pasture 
land, and with other grains besides wheat, often 
of the most diminutive size. I have picked spec- 
imens not more than three inches high, bearing 
a single small spikeletof three or four seeds, 
which were perfect, and capable of perpetu- 
ating the race. Under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances this same plant will produce as high 
as two or three thousand seeds. I have met 
with an intelligent farmer who says that "he has 
counted" the latter number on a.single plant that 
sprang up in his garden. Under such circum- 
stances, is it wonderful that some think it impos- 
sible to get clear of this almost universal pest? 
Especially, too, when so many labor under the 
mistaken idea that its seeds will not grow, aud 
hence take no pains to keep it out of their barn- 
yard manure. Yet it will yield if properly atten- 
ded to, as we have abundant proofs and exam- 
ples.
